We reached the crest before dawn, and 
foud jit large and hollowed out, Beer 
camps and laagers at tho back of the hill 
and at the nek were plinly seen, The 
Boers were surprised, as they had posted 
no vedettes. 

The British opened fireat Q0’clock, The 
Buus rede round the hilland returned oar 
fire, Had we any moungisin snus woe could 
have shelled the camp behind the nck be- 
fore they knew, we were there, 

At 10 o'clock the next niovning tire attack 
began. The British consisted of two com- 
panics of the 58th Reginent, two of the 
Goh Rifles, three of the Pnd Higlidunders 
(Gorton Highlanders), snd 50 men of tho 
Naval Brigade. They woe not all engaged 
—only about 356 of then. 

THE BOER SILATISHOUTERS 
evncealed themselves behind — boulders, 
und from there delivered a deadly and in- 
cessant fire upon our zaex, whe were fully 
exposed in the open. The British with- 
stood thit awful atl of load with the ut- 
most gallantry. Once they wavered, but 
nillicd ; then wavered sud rallied sgain, 
ruoning everywhere up end down the hill 
in the hope of finding shelter. 

su Jong as cur men’s ammunition lasted 
their loss was very slight. It waswhen 
they wero forced Cu retreat thar the 
slughter commenced. Tho two companies 
of Highlanders whe were on the hill ro- 
maiued there : 

THROWING STONES. 
upm the advancing Hoers, and aftor- 
wis received them at the point of the 
basouet. But all was invain.. : 

There was a series of hand-to-hanil_con- 
lids; but eventually, overwhelmed -“by 
numbers and the deadly fire, the British 
had to confess themsdves routed, Sir 
Goorge Colley fell with his faca.to the 
enemy. Tho Boer loss wisahout 150. The 
British lost: Killed, 3 officers and $2 men; 
nimy’ wounded ; 122 prisonera; ond some 
missing. 

AS A MILITARY REVERSE 
for British arms Majuba was, of cour, iu- 
significant, In fact, Sir Evelyn Wood, 
who succceded Sir Georgi Colley, had close 
at hand sufficient reinforcemonts to have 
swopt the whole of the Boers off: the ficld 
and reduced the Transraal to subjugation 
within’ a few hours. But when tho news 
reached England, Goverment sentout to 
SirEvelyn Wood to ask for an arilstice 5 
and that gnilant soldier bad tho mortiflostion 
of riding down hisanxlouly expectant lines 
holling up the fateful telegram abd ropeat- 
ingas ho rede, ‘Gentlemen, Lam. sorry to 
toll you itis ?eace."” Thore was.an-élmost 
mutinous mwu.unr as the news flo on; 
many a tear was shed, ard many 5 heart al- 
qt broken, For thesobrave fellowsknew 
tox man. that with three hours and a free 
hand victory had=been thoira.

There 
a charge against Mr Turner’s probity, net 
against his uprightness, there was no eharge 
of fraud, It was simply a charge amine 
his skill. The plaintitt hat to prove that 
Mr Turner was an unskilful and inaccurats 
architect. There was ne charge of impro- 
per supervision of the Yuillings, Whit the 
jury were asked to consider way if Mr 
Larner had over certified uceording, to the 
specificatiow / Mr Stile proceeded to 
deal with tho evidence given by tho dif 
ferent witnesses.
